Each  action  has  an  opposite 
action,  one  that  will  return  the  situation  to  where  it  was.  The  dots  on  the  score 
imply  when  the  action  should  take  place.   Each  performer  may  start  on  any  dot 
and  proceed  in  any  manner  until  he  returns  to  his  starting  point.  The  time  con- 
stant is  to  be  decided  by  each  performer,  and  once  that  it  is  decided  upon,  it 
must  be  strictly  followed.
